GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY. 

Submitted to the special session of Congress by 
the committee in charge, was the following: 
“Joint resolution declaring that a state of war ex- 
ists lietween the imperial German government and 
the government and iJcople of the United States 
and making provision to proseeute the same: 
“Whereas, the recent acts of the imperial German 
government are acts of war against the govern- 
ment and people of the United States: “Resolved, 

by the senate and house of representatives of the 
Ignited States of America, in <*ongress assembled, 
that the stiite of war between the United States and 
the imi>erial German government which has thus been 
thrust upon the United States is hereby formally 
declared; and “That the president be and is here- 
by authorized and directed to take immediate steps 
not only to put the country in a thorough state of 
defense but also to exert all of its power and em- 
ploy all of its resources to carry ou war against 
the imiierial (German government and to bring the 
conflict to a successful termination.” 

That a state of war exists between United 
States and Clermany and that it had already ex- 
isted in fact, in spite of the absence of a formal 
declaration, was the gist of the message to Con- 
gress as given by I*resident Wilson before that 
body Monday afternoon. In antionucing the policy 
of the United States government in the decision to 
enter the war on the side of the Allies, the Presi- 
dent first called attention to the fact that it was 
a war aganst the Prussian form of militarism and 
not against the German nation as a great bo<l.v of 
people. That the war as waged from the Prussian 
■Undpoint was against visible laws of civilization, 
•eemad to be a flrmlj fixed opinion in the mind 
of tlM Frealdeiitt

I>nilsville. K.v.. April 3. — Earliest recordivl tests 
of siM'ei with horses were chariot races, at the 
Gn*ek national festivals, most notable of which 
were the Olyinple games, held every fourth year. 

However, (Jreek sculpture of the classic period 
usually repn'sents the horse for ban'-back riding, 
but be was not used for sporting contests, except 
incidontall.v in the chariot racing. But in tlie 
Roman contests the horse was generall.v ridden. 
Hence to the Romans must be given the credit for 
originating racing, as continued without a break 
to tliis day. 

Tlie Roiii.'iiis laid down and minutely followed :ill 
the fonnalith's of entering, difTen*ntiatio!i of class- 
es, starting ami even of disi ingiiisliiiig colors of 
jockeys’ uniforms, almost precisely as at lat<*r 
day courses. 

An'*ient Romo held its ci|ucstrian races on the 
o|M‘ii plains. An <*ld tradition i»f England has 
that on Salisbury Plain, VA’ell shire, where tlie 
famous Druid Temple stones stand, the remains of 
a Roman ra<*e course exist. Ou a flat meadow, 
just outside the oiici* Roman cit.v of Glioster, in 
Kngl:>nd. is run tlie oldest race in England, an 
heritage of the days of the Litin occupation. 

The Romans found tie* native Angles sui»erior 
horsimien and natural cliarii>teers. and contests were 
li«‘hl at A'eriilamiiim .and Gamalodiiniim. and the 
then rather ineoiise«|uential <amp of London. Their 
.'<axon sueeessors mai!itaiiie<l the use .and training 
of the hors4‘. AA’hen in the ninth ceiitiir.v Hugh 
Gapet sought the hand of King .Xtlielstan’s sister, 
he broiiglit sevtral “niiining horses” as a propitia- 
tory gift. 

In Eiiglind, Fitz-Steplnai and other mediaeval 
wi iters reeord the first lines about tlie freqm-nt 
h«*rs«‘-raeing eontests there. In 1510, the Ma.vor 
i*f Gliester presented ;i silver bell to be giviai to 
the winner of a rae<* five times aroMiid “The 
RiMid.v,” while tlie eilizens collected ten pounds to 
he given to the winner. 

Public Seventeenth Century R.acing. 

Ill the reign of .lames I. (lUO.3-1625). piildie nice 
meltings were held at Garterly. in A'orkshire; Lin- 
ton. ill t'ambriilgesliire; Enfield t'hase. and Gor.v- 
doii, in SiiiTey. In tlie da.vs of ('harles L. .Newm.ir- 
ket. most f.iimnis eoiirse in the world, lM*eame 
prominent. Oliver Grom well kept and extensivel.v 
lireil horses at his fann at Goveiiey, lliree miles 
from N( wm.irket. Gli.arles 11.. a great patron of 
all simrts, fostered the sport of raeing. 

Horses th.nt practice flat ra<-ing are universally 
known as tlior*>iigh!ire(ls. yet ;is a matter of fact, 
they are the ]irodiict of cross-breeding, continued 
for inan.v ccnturii's. In the Imirth leiitury, A'ege- 
tiiis plaeed tile African horse of S]miiish bbxHl first 
in liiariot r.-teing, but rccoininemlcd the Persian 
as the best saddle liorse. .Tames I. pnreliased a 
highl.v <-eh‘brated horse for breeding piirisises, but 
the Darley Anildaii, iini'.orted in I7U5, tvas tlie 
j»rogeiiif«*r (throiigli his great grandson Eelips4‘, 
foaled ill 17b 1 1 of till* modtM'n turf. He was the 
sir«‘ of Alinanaza and Ah i>po, but his best-known 
son w:is Flying Gliilders. 

AL'iiiy other sires and ilains followed tliis imp«trta- 
tioii. among which tin* ’i'honhnise P.arb ami t!ie 
while-legged liowtlier Barb were the best. The 
It.verly Turk prodiieed High Flyer, and tlie Godoljd'in 
Arab was M.itehen’s grandsire. OIIuts yet remem- 
I'ered :i’.«* Diomed (which won the Derli.v in 17N0 
ami was exported to America); Bay .Middleton. 
The Fl.ving Diitelmi.in. West .\iistialiaii, Blink 
I’onny. Hermit, (hilopin. Bend Or. S.iint Simon, 
Saint Pdaise, Onuonde and Pcrsimir.on. 

In Engl.-iml and .\in ri.*a there is practically no 
dilTerence in training, except in taking tlie foal 
ill liami. In England the iaa.jorit.v of foals are 
left to develop slowl.v niitil well into the second 
.vear. Sentiment now in America is growing strong- 
er ag.-.inst early rming of two-ycar-elds. as af- 
f«*eting their usefulness at a time when they siionld 
show their best form, and also ns a retarding fa« tor 
ill tlie ad vaiicemenr of tlie breed. 

Engl.intrs most famous race course is Newmarket, 
(‘stablislied in ir.l57. where tlie Gambridgeshire, the 
Gesarewiieh, the One 'riioiisaml lliiine.js. and tlie 
'I'wo 'I'lioii.sand Guineas are annually run. Then* 
lire eiglit meetings a ye;ir then*, in Ma.v, July and 
October. <*a4*h lasting from time to four days, with 
intervals between each meeting. 

Tiie fterliy has Ism h run at Epsjim since 17S’0. ;md 
the Oaks since 1779. 'J’Ik* .Vsi-ot mooting lias been 
eonliniious since 1727, and Goodwood sin.'O 1.S02.
